Victim of Tornado Dies 

In Waukegan Hospital 

Tuesday 



Loon Uke summer colony li a 
mini of ruin* today with one dead 
and two others seriously Injured aa 
a result of a storm which swept Its 
way across Lake County Monday af- 
ternoon. 

Turning In from the aoutb weat, 
the tornado caught first the Borse 
8tore at Loon take Corners and 
swung round the side of the lake 
to the northeast, picking up build 
ings as though they were toys and 
leaving destruction In Its wake. 

The cottage of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Henkel was picked up and thrown 
down at a distance D| 15u feet from 
the foundation with such force that 
It was dashed to pieces. Mr. and 
Mrs Jleiiki'l were both In the house 
*hen the storm broke. They were 
rushed to the hospital at Waukegan 
where Mr. Henkel died on Tuesday 
eTenlng. The more seriously In 
Jured of the two, he hnd a piece of 
board driven Into his chest by the 
Impact of the falling house and sus- 
tained several broken ribs besides I 
y ft her lujurlos. One of the brok- 
en ribs pierced a lung and from the ' 
first no hopes were held for his re- 
covery. Mrs. Henkel, although suf 
ferlng from several broken ribs and 
bruised and shaken by the I in 
pact of the storm. Is thought to have 
•scaped wlihoul fatal Injuries. That 
•he escaped at all Is miraculous, 
as the cottage in which they were 
Injured la so badly shattered that 
the parts of the building and even 
tha (Walton and furnishings are la- 
dlstlnguishahle 

Cot Saves Life of Woman. 
Mr. and Mrs. Henkel had goii" 
upstairs on theapproach of the an. no 
< I lose the windows, and so quirk 
ly did the storm com,, up that thai 
were caught part way down the 
stairs in the stairway when the force 
of the tornado hit the houae. Mrs. i 
Henket was saved from immediate 
death by an overturned cot, which 
fell over her body and protected her 
from the heavy timbers of the house. 
Mr. Henkel was caught between two 
of the limbers and pinned beneath a 
masB of debris 

Waller nibble who lives near by 
discovered their plight and went 
to their rescue. Mr. Dibble had been 
attempting to reach his own home 
when the storm broke and was 
forced to seek shelter until the 
storm abated. In passing (he debris 
where the Henkel cottage had col- 
lapsd. he heard their moans, and h 
and his wife, who had come out of 
the cottage in search of her hu* 
after the Htorm, succeeded in 
getting them free from the wreckage 
and helped them Into the Dibble 
cottage. As all telephone communi- 
cations were severed Mr. Dibble went 
at once to Waukegan and returned 
with the ambulance. 

Among the injured was Myron 01- 
cott, who was taken to Victory Mem- 
orial Hospital Monday afternoon suf- 
fering from a fractureed limb and 
other Injuries sustained when the 
barn In which he was working col- 
lapsed. Heavy timbers stunned Mr. 
Olcott and he was in a serious con- 
dition for a Tew hours following the 
accident.

Despairing for her health and 
nervous over a medical examination 
which she was to undergo Ofl Mom 
day, Mtb. Otlo Heiwig. of Chicago, 
for many years a summer resident 
at Grass take, broke through n 
basement window Sunday and took 
potaHslum cyanide obtained from a 
supply kept there by her husband, a 
former Jeweler, for use In cleaning 
Jewelry. 

Mrs Heiwig had been In III 
health for some time and had told 
friends that she felt discouraged 
about her condition but members of 
tka fitmilv entertained no suspicion 
that her despondency would lead her 
to attemiit her own life. The Hell- 
wigs had just arrived Saturday from 
1 Motto to open their home for the 
Hummer. 

I tenth resulted Instantly after the 
taking of the poison, the body was 
badly bruised from climbing through 
the basement window, having been 
found batMi the bench where the 
bottle was lying. The draught tak- 
en by Mrs. Heiwig would hare been 
sufficient, according to physicians, 
to kill scores of people. 

Inquest was held by Dr. Maurice 
Penney, deputy coroner, In the Lee 
Strang undertaking rooms here on 
Monday and the body taken to Chi- 
cago for Interment. 

Mrs. Heiwig was 60 years of age 
and Is survived by her husband and 
Ha ihlldren, all of Chicago.
